CANADIAN BONDED FREIGHT 



The Customs Collector vStates that 
the Order will he Enforced 



Compelling the Lightering of Canadian 
Goods in Bond, from an American 
Terminus, in Canadian Steamers 
Only. 



Although tlio mutter hu.il boon kept 
quiet by those first made acquainted 
with tlio fact, it became known yestor 
day morning that the collector of cus- 
toms hud notified the agents in tilts city 
of the O. R. it N. Co. and Northern Pa- 
cific, that tho order-tn-council relating 
to the carrying ol Canadian bonded 
freight to this port would nt once be put 
in force. This order is us follows : 

Ottawa. Oct. 15th, 1889, 

S'ir,— I am instructed by tlio Hon. the 
Minister of Customs to forward for your 
guidance the following instructions in 
addition to tho gonoral coasting regula- 
tion!), and to request: your close at t.ention 
thereto in dealing with vessels, the owners 
or masters of which may wish to jfiursuo 
any of the irregular courses Inilicaled 
therein: 

1. When" goods are transported in bond 
ovor L'nitoil States Railways in transit from 
a Canadian port, and destined to another 
Ciiimdinu port in Hie Province of British 
Columbia, but intended to he transhipped 
nt the United Stales port on' the coast of 
the PaoifioPcoan, and to bo c trriod thence 
by vessels to their destination, such car- 
rying may he permitted to bo '-one by any 
vessel having a Canadian Register, or be- 
luga registered vessel of Ureal Britain and 
Ireland, or of any foreign country which 
has acquired the riirhi. to the coasting 
trade of Uanada, but by no other. 

2. Vbbs.'Is bf foreign register of countries 
which havo not acquired lliu right to tho 
coasting trade of Canada, shall not bo per- 
mitted to carry goods or passengers from a 
port uroutport in Brit ish Columbia to any 
other place lu the same Province not being 
a port of entry, whether such goods 
or passengers have been taken on 
beard at a foreign port or not, and no such 
vessel shall ho allowed lo remove from her 
tlrst mooring tit anchorage within the port 
at which she llrst. arrives to any other 
point within such port except under 
special permit of the Collector of Customs, 
snd with anofHcoron board as required 
by Section 110 or the Customs Act. 

Vessels having a Canadian Uoglstor, mid 
vessels of foreign countries which have ac- 
quired the right, to tlio coasting Ir.ide 
of Canada, and vessels registered in Great 
Britain and Ireland, shall not leave u port 
of entry, with or without p issohgors or 
goods, and proceed to any place in British 
Columbia not beluga port of entry, with- 
out special permit of tho Collector, and en 
BUfth conditions as he may Unci necessary 
for security of the Revenue.

This order-ih-opunoil was issue ! after 
a letter, dated '27tli September, from 
Capt John Irving to Robert Ward, 
president of ttie board of trade, Had 
been forwarded to the minister of cus- 
toms endorsed by a resolution of tho 
board passed at its quarterly meeting, 
us ful lows : 

RESOLUTION. 
The hoard having taken up n commit* 
ideation from the CniiadiauPaciSo Navi- 
gation Company, limited, dated the 27 th 
of .September, n It. , relative to alleged 
infraction of Canadian coasting lnws, is 
of opinion that the subject mat tor in 
question should be laid before the Hon. 
the Minister of Customs, with a copy of 
the communication referred to, mid that 
the Minister lie respectfully asked to 
give the same his prompt and careful 
attention in order that the existing 
coasting regulations be firmly and im- 
partially administered; that no facilities 
lie afforded foreign shipping which are 
not in accordance therewith, having In 
view that no such facilities are extended 
to Canadian coasters miller foreign regu- 
lations. 

And this board would further point 
out that freight from Eastern Canadian 
points is constantly brought to this 
port by foreign steamers and distributed 
to different points on tho Canadian coust 
by said steamers. 

The board would also direct the at- 
tention of the Hon. the Minister of Cus- 
toms to Circular No. 110 (see Treasury 
Department, Washington, July 24, 1885, 
addressed to collectors and otlicers of 
Customs of the United States.) 

Resolved, - That the Minister of Cus- 
toms be asked to consider whether it is 
desirable to retain the port of Port 
Simpson as a port of entry, us that 
point has coiised for Canadian bottoms, 
while it affords foreign shipping facili- 
ties to seriously interfere with the carry- 
ing trade properly belonging to Cana- 
dian vessels. 

Tho letter referred to in the resolu- 
tion from the C. P. N. Co. road as fol- 
lows: 

VICTORIA, B. C, September 27, 'HI. 
Ward, Esij., President of the Hoard of 
Trade, Victoria, B. C: 

DkahSik.— l desire to cull the attention 
of the -Board of trade of British Columbia 
in the fact that American vessels are be- 
ing allowed facilities for loading cargo at 
nlfports in liritisb Columbia which arc 
foreign to existing customs regulations for 
shipping at such ports: nnd I refer special- 
ly to the caso of the BS. Michigan on more 
than one recent occasion. 

Theroisno doubt that the manner in 
w blithe Collector of Customs at New 
Westminster, in permitting American ves- 
sels to load cargo at points other than a 
port of entry, is 11 direct violation of the 
coasting laws of Cimiidn, atiilnsn represen- 
tative of the owners ot vessels engaged in 
carrying most of the traffic between the 
various ports of British Columbia, I desire 
testate thai by granting such privileges to 
fureign bottoms, those legitimately on- 
gaged In bona flat Canadian carrying trude 
are subjected to serious loss and injury 

thereby , 

1 may inform you that tho trade of Brit- 
ish Columbia Is very limited at the besl , 
i.nd if American vessels are allowed 
such privileges as are accorded lo 
Lliem by the collector at New Westminster 
the value of Canadian vessels engaged In 
rousting must necessarily bo depreciated, 

I could point out two recent. Instances 
where an American hiisentored and cle n od 
at New Westminster, and after having 
cleared has been permitted to call at the 

various canneries on tho Frasor river and 

lake in thu bulk of her cargo for B foreign 
port, 

I will call your attention to I lie fact that 
such facilities arc not even allowed to 
Ainorhun vessels In thoirown waters. For 

instance, an American vessel arriving at 
Port Townsend is not allowed to clear from 
Port, Townsend for Vancouver, nnd to pro- 
ceed to Seattle, Tacoma or any other port, 
on I'ugot Sound and return from samo to 
Vancouver, After, entering, she could go 
to any port and to as many us alio pleased 
in Washington Territory (being an Amerl 
can register), but hot'or-' she could proceed 
to Vancouver she must, return lo Port 
Townsend for her clearance, In the caso 
meniiuncd of the collector at Now West* 
minster lnpemill l iiigan Amerii an steam r 
to load at Way landings on the Fr isur 
river, the collector might nt least order 
such steamer to return to the Jiort ef entry 
before returning to a foreign port. 

I trust that yon and your board will take 
this matter up In the Interesls of the pro- 
vincugenerally, as without protection we 
cannot hope to place nnd maintain llrst- 
class steamers for the coasting trade of 
Mritish Columbia. 

I also ''OSire to call your attention lo 
Fort Simpson as a port of entry. At Die 

p osent timo it is no benefit to thu oro- 

vlnce, thuugh it can at any time bo used by 
American vossuls, to the great injury Of 
Canadian vessels. 

I trust that representations by tho hoard 
will be made to the minister of customs at 
your next meeting as will result. In doiig 
away with Fort. Simpson ns a port of entry, 
until at least such time as il will be of 
bonoftt to thu commerce of I he count ry. 

In giving the above your attention 1 
w uldusk you to compare the facilities 
offered by tho Dominion to shippers of all 
nationalities in having no less than four 
ports of entry within a ridiUI of forty 
miles, with the two American territories, 
one (Alaska) lo tho north, and tin olli r 
(Washington Territory) to tlio soinh Ol 
British COlumbtA, In Alaska there Is bill 
one port of entry (Sllka), to <f hlch all 
foreign vessels must proceed, In Wash- 
ington Terrltorj thorn Is only one port of 
entry, anil una nub-port, two in all. Thu 

sub-port, al Rbolio Harbor, being virtually 
no port at all, mid. In fact, was only opened 
for tho purpose of allowing the 
farmers of San Juin Island and 
Orcuii Island direct communication to 



Victoria, without tho elrouitous route 
via Port Townsend, and enable them to 
compoto with Canadian farmers on Van- 
couver Island, and more particularly to 
tho injury of the farmers on the mainland 
who luivo to send their produce from 
eighty to 100 miles r'urt her 

With tho above explanation, I trust that 
your honorable body will see the necessity 
of aiding and protecting the legitimate 
carrying trade of the country against un- 
fair competition by foreign steamers.

P, S.— SInco writing the attached letter, 
I learn that tho as. Ijikmo has boon al- 
lowed by the customs officials the privilege 
of taking salmon from the canneries on thu 
Skecnn river. As you, no doubt, are 
aware therolsnot oven tho sembhincu of a 
village at Skftona., and tho nearest port of 
entry is at Fort Simpson, distance about 
;i0 miles. 

Should this bo legal, there Is virtually no 
protection whatever for Canadian vessels 
for any trade In tlio country. For if ves- 
sels are allowed to proceed to cannorioson 
the Skeenu river and canneries on tho 
Frasor river, they certainly must be al- 
lowed to go to any other canneries along 
the const, orevon to call at any settlement 
along the coast, or at any sott'.enientonany 
ono of the rivers, nnd there cannot, bo any 
dist inction of difference with tho class of 
freight sho would probably call for. 

As will lie seen from the letter and 
resolution in question, the object sought 
was that of preventing American bot 
ton is coasting in British Columbia 
waters in defiance of the cuusting 
laws and to tho detriment of Canadian 
steamer lines. The conveyance of Ciiini- 
dian g'lods in bond from Tacoma. to Vic- 
toria wus not n part of the mat tor under 
discussion, for neither Cupt. Irving, the 
Board of Trade, uor anyone else inter- 
ested in Victoria's welfare would think 
for one instant of suggesting that such 
u hindrance should be placed upon its 
trade. However, the customs depart- 
ment, In alleged compliance with the 
wishes of t he Hoard ot Trade and of the 
Steamer interests, passed the order 
quoted above. 

A copy of this order was sent to the 
collectors of the various ports of the 

province, and the collector at Vancou- 
ver at once put it in force. It was held 
in abeyance here by Collector Hamley 
pending the result of correspondence 
between tlio board of trade and minister 
of customs. The board protested 
against the enforcement of the order, 
and were backed up in this by the city 
members, It was believed that the 
order would not be enforced, at least 
not until arrangements had been made 
for the placing on of Canadian steamers 
to do the trade, and nothing further 
was thought of the matter. In the 
meantime the customs authorities bud 
cancelled Tort Simpson as a port of 
entry, us had been recommended 
The other day Collector Hawlcy, it is 
understood, received a letter from Otta- 
wa asking him his reasons for not en- 
forcing the order, and instructing him 
to do ho at once. This lie prepared to 
do. 

The president of the board of trade- 
also received a lengthy communication 

from the customs authorities at Ottawa, 
stating their reasons for issuing the or- 
der and claiming that such wus done in 
answer to tho representations from this 
port. This document Mr. Ward will 
place before the council ef the board of 
trade on Monday. In the meantime he 
has telegraphed mi unswer to Ottawa. 
Messrs. Prior and Kurle have likewise 
remonstrated by wire against the en- 
forcement of the onler, us well as en- 
dorsed the telegram of Mr. Ward. It 
is expected that the strong op- 
position against the order will re- 
sult in its being held in abeyance 
until it is possible to make arrange- 
ments for the oarriago of goods in Can- 
adian bottoms. The order only affects 
free goods imported from eastern Can- 
ada and carried in bond over American 
railways. It in nowise affects the car- 
riage of English or American or other 
foreign imports. 

Mr. Cooper, ugentof the O. R. & N. 
Co. , said that he hud received notifica- 
tion from the collector of customs that 
the order was to be enforced, but that 
goods on the way from Duliith west- 
ward would be permitted to come in aa 
usual. He bud wired Mr. Fulton, his 
chief, the particulars and expected hini 
over last evening to muke arrangements 
that would meet the emergency. 

Captain John Irving, of the C. P, N. 
Co.. did not think the order relating to 
the conveyance of bon led goods from 
Tacoma to Victoria should be enforced. 
It was u greater restriction than thut 
placed by the Americans on Canadian 
shippi ng. A Canadian steamer is permit- 
ted to convey bonded American goods 
from Vancouver to one port of entry in 
the United States. For instance, a short 
time ago the steamer Maude freighted 
the material for tho Fort Towns- 
end street railway from Vancou- 
ver to the port of entry. This 
privilege was not reciprocated in 
the recent Order-iu-Couucil. He fully 
believed, however, that if the attention 
of the minister of customs wus called 
to the fact he would at once grant the 
same privilege to American bottoms. 
This done the present difficulty would 
be overcome. What ho sought in mov- 
ing in the matter brought to the atten- 
tion of the Hoard of Trade wus the pro- 
tection of his company from tho illegal 
coasting carried on in British Columbia 
waters by American bottoms, for in- 
stance, the Laknie in coasting on the 
Skoona and the Micliigun on the Fraser 
river. 

Col. E. G. Prior, M.P. , was inter- 
viewed in the matter yesterday after- 
noon. He suid that so far as he could 
see the Government could in no way be 
held Ijlumulilo for the action taken. 
They hud simply complied with the 
literal request of the U. C. Board of 
Trade that the coasting laws should be 
strictly enforced. While making this 
request the board hail evidently not 
meant to urge the enforcement of the 

coasting laws except ill the cases of tho 
Lnkme end Michigan plying from port 
to pent in this province for the purpose 
of handling tho provincial freight. Hav- 
ing information, which they hud no 
reason to believe other than absolutely 
reliable, laid before t hem in explanation 
of the request of the Board of Trude, 
the Government bad granted it, and no 
more. When the telegram was received 
from Ottawa on Friday instructing Col- 
lector Hamley to put the order in oper- 
ation, he (Col. Prior), with Mr. Earle, 
had sent u telegram to the Minister of 
Marine to the effect that the request of 
the Lioord of 'I'rade hud probably been 
misunderstood, and urging the suspen- 
sion of the order. He hoped that this 
would be dune. If the order were not 
suspended the result could only lie thut 
Victoria merchants would be unable to 
receive bonded freight over tho Nor- 
thern until such tune us a British 
steamer could be placed on the Sound 
route. II a. railway run direct to Port 
Townsend the case would not be so hail, 
but nt present the trade would not jus- 
tify the running of a daily steamer from 
Victoria to up Sound points. 

Mr. T nomas Earle, M. P., was also 
seen by a Colonist reporter yesterday 
afternoon. He said that there was very 
little that, could either bu done or said 
until a reply wus received from Ottawa 
to the telegram sent by Mr. Prior and 
himself on Friday night urging thu im- 
mediate suspension of the order. Of 
cottrso, when the order hud been first 
received by the Customs authorities 
they WCt'fl expected to ou force itatonco, 
No i- n !»-«•< i n e li t instruct ions had been 
expected or received. In all probabili- 
ty until some action woh taken upon 
thu representation! tumle on Friday 
night by himself ami Mr. Prior, as well 
as by the President of the Board of 
Trade, the steainor Rainbow, a British 
boat, would be detailed lo bring the 
bonded freight from Port Townsend to 



Victoria. While he hoped '.for an im- 
mediate answer to the telegram sent 
the department of Marine, he could 
hardly expect one, as Saturday was a 
bad day to catch tho Minister. 

Mr. E. E. Blackwood, tho Victoria 
agent of the Northern Pacific, last even- 
ing received a lengthy telegram from 
tho assistaut general freight agent, Mr. 
Fulton, asking for full particulars in 
reg'ird to the reasons for the issuing of 
the order. He also stated that ho would 
be over on Monday to complete arrange- 
ments for having a British steamer 
placed on the Sound route to carry 
bonded freight into Victoria in tho event 
of the order not being suspended. 



THE MINISTER OF CUSTOMS 

Interviewed by The Colonist Correspon- 
dent on the Subfect of the Order, and 
States Why it Was Issued. 

From our own Correspondent. 
Ottawa, Nov. 23.— The minister of 
customs to-day received further tele- 
grams from Messrs. Ward, Prior and 
Earle with reference to the enforcement 
of tho coasting laws. Your correspon- 
dent saw tho minister to-night and 
asked him his interpretation of the re- 
cent order. Hon. Mr. Bowoll replied 
that bo had simply followed out the re- 
quest of the British Columbia board of 
trade as embodied in the resolutions 
and minutes of the board transmitted to 
the department, in which it was asked 
thai the coasting regulations he firmly 
and impartially administered, and that 
no facilities be afforded foreign shipping 
which uro not in accordance therewith, 
huving in view that no such facilities 
ure extended to Canadian coasters 
under foreign regulations ; and to 
einpliiiai/.e this the minister's at- 
tention was called to a circular 
issued by Secretary Manning in 1885, 
which had the effect of preventing any 
Canadian vessel enjoying tho privileges 
permitted to American vessels in the 
trade with the Dominion. Tho minis- 
ter further says that similar requests 
have often beeil made by thoso inter- 
ested in the British Columbia coasting 
trade; but though the Department had 
enforced the law on the Great Lakes of 
Ontario they had refrained from taking 
action on the Pacific coast, under the 
Impression that the Canadian fleet there 
was not sulEcient to do the work. On 
receipt of the request from the board of 
trade the Department had considered 
the time opportune to take action. He 
further stated that he had written to 
the president of the board of trade 
pointing nut that the order as issuod 
did not exceed their request.

Tho Football Match Goes to the Mainland 
by One Try to N'othlng-A 
Splendid Game. 

The following special report of the 
Victoria-New Westminster football 
match was telegraphed to The Colonist 
last night:

Ward, Drake and Fisher distin- 
guished themselves time and again, und 
though ably backed could not shako off 
their antagonists long enough to rolieve 
the pressure. During the first half the 
bull seldom crossed tho centre line to- 
wards Westminster goal. Finally 
White got the leather, made a magni- 
ficent rush and scored it touch 
down. A try at goal was 
made, hut missed. Oreanie, Lewis, 
Why to aud McLaren did splendid work 
for the home team. During the latter 
part of tho second hulf the game was 
more than even, and Victoria pushed 
tho homo team into hard straits at 
times, but notwithstanding the splendid 
efforts no advantage was gained, and 
wdien time was called tho score stood 
one try in favor of New Westminster.

MASSACRE OF INDIANS. 

How Lieutenant Bernard's Murder Was 
Avenged by The Russians In Alaska 
Thirty-six Years Ago. 

Mr. S. Evans, who bus spent the past 
year in Alaska, relates the following 
strange story:-- 

I writo to tell you of tho murder of 
Lieut. Bernard in 1852 ut Nulato, on 
t he Yukon river. Ho wont up in Baaroh 
of Franklin. I stopped in Nulato 14 
days last summer aud found out tho 
particulars of tho carte, I leurnt the 
story from an old Russian priest. The 
body of the lieutenant in buried at Nu- 
Uto, and I fixed up his grave as woll as 
I oould and put his name and that of 



his ship (the " Enterprise") on a head- 
stone. After his death the men had 
another fight with the Indians, killing 
37 of them. One of the white men was 
badly hurt, so an old Indian told me, 
who said he saw tho whole business. 
The Russians went up Koyukuk river 
the next spring, and, under pretence of 
trading, got the Indians together from 
their various camps and killed them all 
along thu river, killing in ull 573. The 
Russians lost four men, und theu went 
back to St. Michael. Tho old Indian 
who told me this is now living in Nu- 
lato aud was one of tho survivors of the 
massacre. He understood ull I said, 
as I lived among the Russians dur- 
ing 1854 and learned their language.

THE YUKON COUNTRY. 

A Budget of News from an Old Victorian 
—Accident to the Steamer Arctic. 

Mr. Sam. Evans, au old Victorian, 
who has just returned from the Yukon 
country, and is at present visiting Port 
Townsend, sends the Colonist the fol- 
lowing items of news: 

I did not do well in there, and had 
the scurvy last winter. My advice to 
anyone starting into the Yukon is to 
take at least $500 along with him, 

Miners prospected the Koyukuk river 
this last summer with, I think, fair re- 
sults. 

Twenty-five mon are wintering this 
winter at the mouth of Pclly river, in- 
tending to prospect thut stream in the 
spring. There are also twenty-five mon 
wintering at Nulato, near the mouth of 
Koyukuk river. 

There ure 125 men left on Forty Mile 
Creek. A steamboat drawing four foet 
of water can easily ruu up us far us 
Pelly river, 1,900 miles from the mouth. 
1 have seen Capt. Irving take the Glen- 
oru on the Stickcen river through more 
in rive minutes than thoro is on the whole 
run of 1, tKX) miles ou tho Yukon. They 
have nothing but Indian pilots. The 
ice in the spring up there catches the 
snags in the rivor like a true lover, aud 
carries them out to sea. — 

There is a new steamer up there called 
the Arctic, 175 feot long and 30 feet 
beam. Sho has two li-iuch cylinders 
of six feet stroke, just half the power 
needed, and a good locomotive boiler in 
her. The steamer started out with 350 
tons of freight aboard, und had only 
been out one hour when she went onto 
the rocks, and all the cargo was spoilt. 
The people got off safely. They got a 
miner's pump going on her, throwing 350 

gallons u minute, and raised her noxt 
ay. There is no grub on Forty Mile 
Creek, and no show to get any this 
winter.

The 
number required by the Senator for his 
work ate captured, charged, tried, sen- 
tenced and clud in the garb of a convict 
without being aware of the nature of 
the imaginary offence of which they are 
accused and without being allowed to 
ay one word in contradiction of the 
tatements of the professional perjurer 
ad informer on whoso lying testimony 
they uro connoted." 

This reads as if it were too monstrous 
to be true, but some time ago accounts 
•f the cruelties inflicted on convicts 
reached the North quite as hard to be- 
lieve. 



THE CITY'S PROGRESS, 



CHUCKING VICTORIA. 

The citizens of Victoria heard with 
surprise yesterday that the Collector of 
Customs had received instructions to 
put in force the Order-in-Council for 
bidding American vessels to carry to 
British ports Canadian goods conveyed 
by American railways in bond. It was 
generally supposed that this Order had 
been suspended or rescinded. Tlieauth 
orities in Ottawa had been informed 
that to carry it out would be injurious 
to the trade of this city and to thut of 
the province generally; and it was be- 
lieved that having taken into considera- 
tion the very strong representations 
made by British Columbia merchants 
and others, the Government would not 
put the Order in force. No one believed 
that the Government wished to do in- 
jury to the commercial interests of this 
port; and to interfere with the business 
of the Sound boats would certainly do 
very considerable harm to those inter- 
ests. But it appears that those who 
give the Customs Department credit for 
being influenced by the statements sent 
to it from this province were grievously 
mistaken. Its ollicials evidently think 
that they know what is good for British 
Columbia better than British Coluin 
bians, and they refused to suspend the 
operation of un Order which seems to 
have been passed by the Government 
when it was laboring under a false im 
pression as to what the merchants of 
Victoria wanted. Those merchants 
asked the Government to put in force 
the regulations respecting the coasting 
trade alone. No one here looks upon 
the carriage of Canadian goods from an 
American port to a British Co- 
lumbia port as iuterferintj with 
the coasting trade. No fault was found 
with the work done by the Sound 
steamers. On tho contrary, it was re- 
garded as most benclicial to Victoria 
Those steamers gave British Columbia 
merehunts tho benefit of an alternative 
route to the east which was anadvantago 
which they value dvery highly. They 
had been doing what almost every ou 
regarded as a legitimate trade, and the 
people generally were surprised and in 
dignant when they found that the Do 
minion Government had power to ii.ter 
fere with their business, and was in 
dined to use that power. When it was 
seen that the Order was not enforced 
and no harm done, the excitement sub 
sided and the public were pleased to 
think that the Government hud enough 
consideration for their welfare to recall 
un order which was calculated to cause 
them much inconvenience and consider- 
able loss. 

The news thut came yesterday re- 
newed the excitement and revived the 
indignation. Hard things arc being 
said about the Dominion Government 
by men who have always been its 
friends, and those who would like to de- 
fend it have not a single word to say 
in justification of the enforcement of 
this extremely injudicious order. That 
order, us all can see, benefits no one and 
injures very many. The Government 
gains nothing by putting it in force, 
neither does any business man in the 
province. It has all the uppearanoo of 
being a purely gratuitous blow at tho 
trade of Victoria. Every one would 
have been satisfied if matters were 
allowed to go on as they have been go- 
ing on for many years. No one in the 
province asked the Government to inter- 
fere with the Sound steamers. Is it 
wise to put so severe a strain on the 
patience and the party loyalty of the 
oitizons of Victoria? 



It has been tho fashion to speak of 
Victoria as a slow city. Its inhabitants 
have been represented by unfriendly 
neighbors us mossbacks, who had no en- 
terprise, who hated exertion, who were 
opposed to all improvement and who 
were content to live u quiet, monoton- 
ous life besido the sparkling waters of 
the Straits of Fuca. Visitors hearing 
this report of them and not having the 
time or the inclination to enquire and 
Ijserve for themselves, repeated what 
they hud heard with such variations as 
their fancy or their desire to appear 
smart and satirical suggested. 

It is astonishing to see what vitality 
there is in a misrepresentation. Let it 
have anything like a favorable start and 
it is very long before it is even partially 
corrected. The whole of Canada has, 
for the better part of a cen- 
tury, been suffering from a mis- 
representation. Some traveller who 
who was more desirous of saying what 
was strange and striking than wliat was 
true, described Canada as a country of 
arctic severity of climate. He spoke of 
its winters and said little or nothing 
about its summers. Others followed 
his example. People at home liked to 
hear of the winter employments and 
the winter sports of Canada, and nearly 
all the illustrations in books of Canadian 
travel were of winter life and of winter 
scenery, bo that people got the impres- 
sion that Canada was somewhere near 
the North Pole, and that its inhabitants 
never went abroad without being 
wrapped up in furs and provided with 
snowshoes or skates. This is the im- 
pression that very many in England 
have of Canada even now in spite of 
emigration agents and newspapers and 
international exhibitions. 

If the world generally has been led to 
form erroneous ideas with respect to the 
whole of this vast country, the inhabi- 
tants of Victoria should not be surprised 
when they find that the notions which 
persons living at a distance have picked 
up with regard to them and their city 
■ire so grossly and ridiculously incorrect. 
What they must do is emphatically and 
persistently to contradict the false and 
stupid reports that have been spread 
about Victoria mid Victorians, and to 
prove by facts and figures that cannot 
lie guinsaid thai they are not only not 
true but the reverse of true. 

It must be remembered that Victoria 
is a very young city. Fifty years 
ago Victoria was non-existent. A resi- 
dent who has been here twenty 
years claims to be a pioneer. 
As a matter of fact, many of the pion- 
eers are still alive and have formed 
themselves Into a society. When Vic- 
toria's advancement is considered it 
must not for u moment be forgotten that 
it is a city not merely of the present 
century but of the present generation, 
['his young city composed, almost if not 
entirely of mossbacks, if its rivals und 
icfamers are to be believed, has a popu- 
lation generally estimated ut 15,000, but 
.ve learn from a very trustworthy source 
that recent enquiries have proved that 



pendent means according to its numbers 
than any 'Canadian city, Its business 
is in a healthy condition, Failures are 
very scarce in Victoria. Improvements 
ure going on everywhere. It is calcu- 
lated that tho money invested in new 
buildines and in buildings in course of 
erection during the last twelve months 
is, considering the si/.o of the town, un- 
paralleled in Canada. Real estate is in 
jjood demand, and is constantly rising 
in value. Victoria, not content with 
having ono of the best hotels on the 
Pacific Coast, proposes to build one that 
will cost 8250,000; and it can boast of a 
private residence which, when it is com- 
pleted, will not cost less than half a 
million of dollars. 

This is tho city which in the very 
short period of its existence has built up 
ail extensive trade und which has sup- 
plied itself or is supplying itself with 
all the requirements of a modern city 
thut is set down by those who are jeal- 
ous of it and those who know nothing of 
it as "slow. " We know of no city in 
similar circumstances that has done 
more, or whoso growth has been health- 
ier, or whose prosperity is on a sounder 
footing. What we have written may to 
those unacquainted with the history 
and condition of Victoria sound like 
boasting, but wo have been careful to 
state nothing but what is strictly true 
and can bo easily proved. We could 
say very much more, but the reflecting 
reader can see that a city which has 
achieved so much in so short a time 
docs not deserve to he called slow. There 
are cities in Canada which were old 
when the land on which Victoria stands 
was a wilderness which cannot boust of 
half its improvements or a tithe of its 
wealth. And tho indications are that 
it is yet only in its infancy. Its capa- 
bilities are very great and its advan- 
tages are many, and the pluck, tho in- 
telligence, the enterprise and thr- energy 
which made Victoria what it is will not 
fail in the futuro to turn every favor- 
able circumstance to its advantage.

An idea may lie formed of tho husi- 
iiesy done in this Pacific Coast City, 
whose inhabitants are described us 
Lotus Eaters, when it is known that 
there uro only four cities in the Do- 
minion in which a greater amount of 
customs' duties is collected. These 
are Montreal) Toronto, Halifax and St. 
John. As a revenue-producing city it 
is ahead of Quebec, OUnwa, Hamilton, 
London, Kingston and quite a number 
of other cities which ore considered 
much more enterprising und of far 
greater Importance. 

Poverty — unavoidable poverty — is 
unknown in Victoria, There is in this 
city of Mossbacks more people with 
money iu their pockets in proportion to 
tlni population than iu any city of the 
Dominion.

Ti Ami "Tte Hiram Dylan, 18! 

Wiiehkas it is expedient to amend "The 
Revenue By-Law, 1889." 

Bk it thkbicforb Enacted by the Mayor 
and Board of Aldermen of the Corporation 
of the City of 'Victoria, as follows: 

1. That section 4 of schedule A of the 
said By-Law is heroby amended by striking 
out tho words and flgures "$50 for every 
six months," in tho ninth line thereof, and 
inserting in llou thereof tho words and 
figures "$25 for ovory six months." 

2. That section 11 of tho said schedule is 
hereby amended by adding at tho end of 
tho said section tho words and figures fol- 
lowing, namely: "oxcopt ovory porson 
(othor than a fanner soiling produce grown 
or raised by him in tho Province of British 
Columbia,) engaged in peddling or hawking 
any fish, game, or farm produce, $10 for 
ovory six months." 

3. This By-Law may bo cited as "Tho 
Rovenuo By-Law Amendment By-Law, 
1B89." 

Passed tho Muniolpal Council tho 2nd 
day of October, A. B. 1889.

BY-LAW, 

Granting tho right and privilege of 
erecting, constructing, maintaining 
nnd operating a District Telegraph 
System in the City of Victoria, 
Province of British Columbia, to 
tlite undermentioned persons or their 
assigns. 

Bk it Enacted, by the Mayorand Council 
of tho Corporation of tho City of Victoria, 
as follows :- 

Section l.-That K.K.Clark. C. G. Porkins 
and J. K. Mclntyre.of I'orl.Townsend.W.T., 
and P. O. Richards, Jr., of Victoria, Prov- 
ince of British Columbia, and their assigns, 
hereinafter called "grantees," bo and they 
hereby are granted for tho period of 60 
years, the right and privilege of erecting, 
constructing, maintaining, and operating 
and using in, along, and over and under 
any und all tho streets of tho City of 
Victoria, what is known as tho District 
Telegraph System. 

Section 2.— The said grantees shall have 
tho right to and shall oroet tho polos and 
stretch tho wires of their said Telegraph 
System so as not to Interfere with the free 
and unobstructed use of tho streots for 
travel, and shall erect the poles of their 
telegraph at such points in the streets and 
place the wires of their telegraph at such 
points and at such height as shall be desig- 
nated by the street committee of said city. 
Said poles Bhull be drossod and painted in 
a neat and satisfactory manner and shall 
not bo less than thirty (30) feet in height 
and properly proportioned throughout, 
subject to the dlreotion and control of the 
commit tee on street improvements of said 
city. 

Section 3.— That whenever It shall bo- 
come necessary for the erection or repair 
of such telegraph for said grantees to dig 
into or In any mannor interfere with any 
public Btrcot or any part thereof, the 
grantees and their assigns shall have the 
right s ) to do, and shall without delay put 
tho street in as good condition as it was 
before it was so broken up, dug ordisturhed, 
and shall remove from thostreet all surplus 
sand, earth, rubbish or othor material 
caused thereby, 

Section 1.— That whenever any person or 
persons, company or corporation, shall 
have obtained permission of the committee 
on streets and public property to remove 
apy building, structure or edifice through 
any street or streets of said city of Victo- 
ria, with which the lines or wires of the 
grantees shall in any manner interfere, the 
said grantees shall, upon twenty-four hours 
notice from such porson or persons, co n- 
papy or corporation, raiso or remove said 
lines or wires so as to allow free and unob- 
structed passage of any such building, 
structure or editlco, and If tho Buid grantees 
shall neglect or refuse upon such notice to 
remove or raiso such lino or lines, said line 
or lines shall bo removed or raised by the 
street commissioner at the expense of said 
ntoes so us to admit of the free passage 
of such building or othor ediflco or Btruc 
ture. 

Section 5.— That whenever it shall be 
necessary in grading any stroet or alley of 
said city, or in building any sidewalk, or 
making any other improvement thereon 
to removo any polo or poles belonging to 
said grantees, or on which any line orlincs, 
wire or wires, belonging lo said granloes 
shall bo stretched or fastened, the said 
grantees shall, upon receiving twenty-four 
hours notice from tho contractor, or other 
person having charge of such grading or 
other improvement, remove such pole or 
poles, and if said grantees upon such notico 
shall neglect or refuse to move such polo 
or poles, thou such polo or poles shall bo 
removed by tho stroet commissioner at the 
expense of said grantees. 

Section 6.— That it shall bo unlawful for 
any person unless authorized by said 
gruntees to interfere, meddle with, Injure 
or removo any of the telegraph poles, wires, 
boxes or apparatus bolonging or appertain- 
ing to said telegraph system. Provided, 
however, that the poles and other upiwira- 
tus of suid grantees may bo removed in the 
manner provided In Section S hereof. 

Section 7.— That the said granteoa here 
by agree and covenant to indemnify tho 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria from 
any injury arising from or any casually or 
accident to person or proporty by reason of 
any neglect or omission to keop said poles 
and wires in a safe condition, and for all 
valid claims against said city for damage 
caused by said polos or wires, or by any 
works, alterations, repairs or Improve- 
ments in connection with tho works herein 
contemplated. 

Section 8,— That tho Corporation of the 
City of Victoria reserves the right to re- 
peal or amend this By-law whenever in the 
judgment of the common council of said 
city nn amendment or ropeal iH necessary, 
huving duo regard, howevor, for tho voBt- 
od rights of tho parties hereunder. 

Section 9.— In tho construction of the 
works heroin contemplated tho suid gran- 
tees shall uso tho polos ia the principal 
streets of tho city at prosont used by tho 
Telephone and Victoria Eloctric Illumin- 
ating Co., Bofaras possible, so ns to avoid 
tho erecting of any additional polos on said 
st roots. 

Section 10.— That tho said company shall 
fllo tho acceptance of tho conditions hereof 
and commonco tho work of construction 
wit hin six monthB from tho date of tho ap- 
proval horoof, otherwise this by-law shall 
be null and void. 

Section 11.— This By-Law shall take offoct 
and be of force upon the filing of said ac- 
ceptance, and from nnd after tho samo 
shall have boon published for noven days. 

Soctlon 12.— That the granloos shall, 
whenever ordered hy the corporation of tho 
City of Victoria placo tholr wires under- 
ground, and In rospectof removing and so 
placing of their wires undorgrondshnll have 
no claim upon said corporation in respect 
of vested rlghls or otherwise, provided, 
howevor, that said - corporation shall not 
so order said grantees unless a general 
order to the sumo effect bo Issued to other 
pontons or companies having ovorhoad 
wlros in the streets of said city. 

This By-Law may be oltod as the "Dis- 
trict Tolegraph By-Law."
